'to the armies in the fleld consist largely of 
salt meats and canned goods hermetically 
sealed and prepared to withstand the siege 
of every variety of climate. Fresh meat 
for the soldiers in the Philippines and in 
China is obtained largely from the markets 
of Australia. In addition to salt meats 
Chicago ships large quantities of lard, 
chipped beef, sausage, beef tongue, ham, 
salt pork, and almost every description of 
canned goods. Supplies are securely packed 
in crates and heavy wooden boxes designed 
for the rough handling they are likely to 
receive at the hands of the commissary. 
Large shipments of bacon are made from, 
Chicago each month in crates or in cans 
of nine, three, or one pound capacity. 
Canned corned beef is also used by the 
army, but an inspector from the commis- 
sary department is detailed to watch the 
filling of every can of this commodity and 
to see also that each can is properly marked 
and numbered.

There is much speculation as to whether 
the outcome of the battle was a victory for 
the allied forces or a defeat, but in army 
circles the impression prevails that the 
allies were victorious, as the Chinese forces 
retreated.

GREAT FOREST FIRES |

Captain Delly Walcutt of the Frankfort 
military company was introduced for the 
purpose of contradicting the testimony of 
some of the privates of the company that the 
militia was under arms in the arsenal before 
the assassination. While he explained the 
presence of the company, he left an impres- 
sion not entirely satisfactory. 

It was announced definitely today that 
Green Golden, another of the men fndicted 
for the alleged conspiracy, will be intro- 
duced by the commonwealth as a witness in 
ebuttal to refute certain parts of the testi- 
mony of Caleb Powers. 

Wharton Golden was recalled at the after- 
noon session and asked this question: “On 
the day of the publication of your confes- 
sion did you not say to J. M. Owens, tn the 
presence of J. C. Owens, at Winchester, when 
he asked you what they were going to do 
to those fellows, ‘I don’t know what they 
are going to do, but I know that they can 
take that $100,000 and hang Jesus Christ and 
the twelve Apostles 

“No, sir; I did not say that to Mr. Owens 
nor to any one else.” 

“And did he nét say, ‘ What do you know 
about this, Whart?’ and did you not reply, 
*I don’t know anything more about it 
than if I had never been born ’?’ 

** No, sir; I did not.’’ 

J. M. Owens was then called to contradict 
Golden. The question as to Golden's alleged 
blasphemous remark was ruled out. 

Postmaster Elkins of Lexington testified 
as to the conference with Powers and others 
at his house regarding the bringing down of 
mountaineers and with reference to the un- 
seating of Representative Berry. 

On cross-examination witness said it was 
proposed to have Berry go to Frankfort with. 
Powers that evening to consult with ex-Gov- 
ernor Bradley and Taylor as to whether 
Berry should go into the House and demand 
his seat on the ground that he had not been 
technically ousted. 

** Was not the agreement that Berry should 
go into the House and take his former seat | 
and retain it forcibly, and in the event of 
trouble his friends, and especially the Lex 
ington crowd, should back him up?” | 

Witness. denied this. He said no violence 
was discussed. No other testimony of inter.

ager, Lloyd J. Smith, ‘I am unable to say. 
The Hability, if any, for this $100,000 Is a 
question for the courts to settle hereafter. 
However, the money liability, if any, rests 
between the persons referred to. » 


Accuses Smith of Misrepresenting. 

“It appears that Mr. Smith either care- 
lessly, purposely, or knowingly misrepre- 
sented the facts and deceived me. In our 
conversation he told me that, if there were 
any irregularities in connection with the In- 
diana elevator they occurred during his ill- 
ness, between July 1 and Nov. 6, 1899. It is 
stated in the newspaper accounts of the 
grand jury hearing that six indictments were 
fund against Mr. Smith upon evidence that 
several hundred thousand bushels of grain 
in‘ different lots were shipped from that ele- 
vator during the months of November and 
December, 1899, and January, 1900. It would 
seem from this that Mr. Smith misrepresent- 
ed the facts and deceived me at the time of 
our conversation in January, 1900. 

‘It seems to me that if Smith had under- 
stood the ordinary rules of propriety he 
would have tendered his resignation as 
Lincoln Park Commissioner when his case 
was taken before the grand jury and indict- 
ments were found against him. If he had 
had due consideration for me he would havo 
placed ‘his resignation in my hands when the 
irregularities were discevered, to await the 
result of the investigation. Although his 
position on the Lincoln Park board in an 
official or business way has no relation what- 
ever to this warehouse matter, it is not sup- 
posed that wrongdoers should continue to 
hold public offices. That is contrary to pub- 
lic policy and to good, sound business prin- 
ciples. I have, therefore, promptly removed 
Lloyd J. Smith from the position of Lincoln 
Park Commissioner.” 


Candidacy for Drainage Board. 
“What effect will these indictments and 
your remoyal of Mr. Smith have upon his 
candidacy for Drainage Trustee upon the, 
Republican ticket in Cook County, and what 
will be the action of the County Republican 
committee in relation to. his candidacy?’ 
was asked. | 

“That is a question,” replied the Gov- 
ernor, “ that rests wholly with the County 
committee, the Republicans, and the people 
of Cook County, and with Lloyd J. Smith. 
If Mr. Smith had taken my advice and told 
me the whole truth at our conversation at 


‘the Great Northern Hotel in January, he 


would not now be placed in this embarrass- 
ing position and he would have saved the 
Republican party and the Republican com- 
mittee of Cook County from the present 
embarrassment.” 


Smith Declines to Discuss Removal. 


Mr. Smith said last night that he had 
heard of Governor Tanner’s action in remov- 
ing him from the Lincoln Park board, but he 
declined to discuss it. Mr. Smith refused 
also to talk on the subject of a trial on the 
indictments. 

He appeared yesterday morning at the 
Sheriff's office and surrendered himself. 
Twelve of his friends, including Captain B. 
P. Baer of the park police, and Smith's at- 
torney, ex-President H. B. Wickersham of 
the Lincoln Park board, accompanied him. 
Smith's brother-in-law, Harry Hall, and. 
Henry Brandt were among the number.

About 100 invalided soldiers also were on 
board. There were three deaths on the Lo- 
gan during the voyage, two of them before 
‘Taku was reached. 

On June 30 Private James H. McNerny of 
Company D, Ninth Regiment, died, and on 
July 5 James D, St. Croix passed away. 

Private David Nutes of Company G, one 
of the men who started homeward owing to 
illness, died at sea on July 22. :) 

The Logan made the run.from Manila in 
thirty-nine days, from Nagasaki in eighteen 
and a half days, and from Yokohama in 
fifteen and a half days. From Manila to 
Taku it conveyed the Ninth Infantry ‘and 
detachments of the signal and hospital corps. 

Among the passengers brought here were 
eixty-one sick men of the Ninth. At Taku 
it took aboard 170 Christian refugees from 
Tien Tsin. All except forty-eight of these 
left the Logan at Nagasaki. 


Tells of First Engagement. 


Dr. R. E. Diffendorfer of Philadelphia, the 
builder and manager of the first woolen mill 
established in the Chinese empire, and a 
personal friend of Poo Tong, a brothef to 
the Chinese Emperor that was, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the attack on Tien Tsin: 

“It was on the morning of July 17 that 
the first clash between the foreigners and 
the empire’s soldiers occurred. On the aft- 
ernoon of the same day the bombardment 
of the Taku forts began. 

**Captain Bailey of the British ship Or- 
lando was commander of the allied force at 
Tien Tsin on July 17, as Captain McCalla 
was absent with Seymour atthetime. About 
11 o’clock in the forenoon he saw smoke ris- 
ing from the rallroad track, about four 
miles distant from the city, and suspecting 
that the Boxers had fired another bridge 
Captain Bailey ordered thirty of his blue- 
jackets, commanded by a midshipman whose 
name I have forgotten, to proceed to the spot 
and investigate. 

“We had a three-inch gun and the men 
were fully armed. When our flatcar had 
traveled abdut three miles we found a bridge 
in which the timbers had been burned away 
frém the iron girders, and considering it un- 
safe to cross our commander ordered his 
men to return to the city. We had gone 
about 300 yards on the back trip when we 


‘saw a lot of Chinese soldiers—about 150— 


crossing the track at a point a mile ahead 
of us. 


Fire on Imperial 

‘*They were walking rapidly, and, as we 
approached them all doubts as to their be- 
ing imperial troops disappeared. They did 
not wear the red turban and sash that dis- 
tinguished the Boxers, and as soon as we 
got within about 800 yards of them they 
scattered and got behind grave mounds, 
with which the surface of the country was 
thickly studded. 

** Regarding this action as suspicious; our 
midshipman gave the order to fire a volley, 
and they quickly and vigorously returned 
the salute. Our field plece was minus a 
sight and most of its shots passed over the 
enemy, so that after ten minutes of hot 
firing we resumed our retreat, the Chinese 
firing at us as long as we were within range. 
There were no casualties on our side. The 
significant feature of the incident was its 
bearing on the subsequent proceedings. 

“If | had not been for the aétion of our 
party that morning the bombardment of 
Tien Tsin might not have commenced that 


afternoon; in other words, I am inclined to 


believe that our attack on the Chinese 
troops precipitated the bombardment of the 
city. And for that reason the skirmish may 
attain some importance when final settie- 
ments are being made.’’

. LONDON, July 28—Jerome K. Jerome 
can hardly be described as a scold, yet there 
is no writer in England who tells the Brit- 
ish people so many truths about them- 
selves. Mr. Jerome has traveled much, and, 
therefore, knows wherein his native country 
is behind the rést of the world. He is es- 
pecially alive to the shortcomings of Lon- 
don. The arrival of Charles T. Yerkes has 
driven Mr. Jerome to write the following 
pointed and rather sarcastic paragraphs 
abou. London's awakening—or, rather, pros- 
pective awakening—on the subject of rapid 
transit: | 

“At last we are beginning to talk about 
electric trams for London. Every town of 
importance on the continent has possessed 
them for years, but still it seems somewhat 
early for. us in England to enjoy the advan- 
tage. We generally make it a rule to be 
fifty years behind the foreigner in all mat- 
ters of gumption; here we are only twenty- 
five or thirty. What fs coming to us? Is 
this great sporting country at last going to 
abandon its belief that football and cricket 
are the only essentials of civilized life, and 
actually going to compete with the foreigner 
in his own department of brains? And what 


has the good old squiré and city man to say 


to such ghastly innovations in the national 
character? . 

“Perhaps before I die I may see London 
lit by electric light, and actually rival Swiss- 
German villages in the matter of tllumina- 
tion. Still, everything has its drawbacks. 
It was always refreshing for the traveler In 
modern Europe to return to dear old, peace- 
ful London. There was always a touch of 
the middie ages about it. Its little two- 
horse omnibuses, with their quaint garden

j lights with a taper stuck at the end of a | 


long stick; its odd little publichouses, where 
men stand at bars to drink a heavy kind of 
beer of a sort that used to be popular abroad 
in, the fourteenth century—all combine to 
make of London an old-world refuge in these 
strenuous times. 

“In another hundred years or so its charm 
as a medieval city will be gone. The dear 
underground railway, than which nothing 
more characteristically English was ever 
invented, will give place towards the end of 
the next century, no doubt, to electric cars. 
The slow, toiling wagons will be replaced by 
motors; and even one day the much-beloved 
publichouses, with its loppy-handed, towzgle- 
headed barmaid—the city clerk's dream of 
all that is ladylike and refined—and the 
pugilistic potboy, in his dirty shirtsleeves,

OLSON SPRINGS AMINE — 
ON THE DEFENSE IN 
THE REGENT TRIAL. 


Prosecution Imports Three Witnesses 
from Mississippi Who Explode the 
Only Real Defense That Has Been Set 
Up by the Alleged Conspirators. — 


The only defense that has been put for- 


ward in behalf of the five accused persons 
in the Regent conspiracy case was demol- 
ished yesterday by three witnesses, brought 
by the prosecution from Marigold, Miss. 

The testimony of the three Mississippians 
was relative to the whereabouts of Charles 
Sheehan, father of Margaret Sheehan, dur- 
ing the month of November, 1808. At that 
time Charles Sheehan was in Marigold, 
where he had a small plantation. This was 
unknown to Dr. Regent or any of the ac- 
cused persons aside from Margaret Sheehan. 
Dr. Regent, undergoing cross-examination 
by Assistant State's Attorney Olson last 
friday, stated that during the month of 
November, 1898, there was a man at the 
Sheehan house whom he treated for typhoid, 
and who, he said, Margaret Sheehan told 
him was the Robert O’Grady whose death 
certificate he signed. When asked to de- 
acribe the man he treated Dr. Regent gave 
an exact and detailed description of Charles 
Sheehan. At the instance of State's Attor- 
ney Olson Sheehan was brought into the 
room. On seeing him, Dr, Regent rose from 
the witness chair, and, pointing at Mr. Shee- 
han, exclaimed: | 

‘That is the man I treated at Margaret 


home in November, 1898.”’ 


“Are you sure about that,” asked the 


State’s Attorney. 

“There can be no mistake about it,” an- 
“swered Dr. Regent. ‘‘ That is the man I 
treated, and who I was told was Robert 
O’ Grady.” 

Sheehan, when put on the stand by State’s 
Attorney: Olson, asserted that during No- 
vember, 1898, he had been in Marigold. Mar- 
garet Sheehan also testified to that effect, 
and stated further that there had been no 
mah at her home during the time her father 
was away. To corroborate this testimony 
Assistant State's Attorney Olson sent to 
Marigold last Friday to get additional wit- 
nesses, whose appearance in court yester- 
day was the first intimation the defense had 
of the surprise the State's Attorney was 
preparing for them. | 

The first witness was Newton Parks of 
Marigold. 

“7 arrived here at 11:20 this morning,” 
he said. “I know Charles Sheehan; have 
known him for four years, and know that 
he was in Marigold, Miss,, during the month 
of November, 1898. I looked on my books 
when called upon on Saturday and refreshed 
my memory as to dates. I found that on 
Nov. 20, 1808, Sheehan sold my brother a 


bale of cetton. Two days after that I re- 


member he got his railroad ticket for home 
and two days after that he left for Chicago. 
1 had seen him constantly for three weeks 
in Marigold.” 

Ww. W. Johnson, hotel keeper and planter, 
testified that he had seen Sheehan in Mari- 
gold every day from Nov. 2 to Nov. 23, 1808. 
William Hall corroborated the statements 
of the other two, and cross-examination by 
Attorney Geeting only brought out testi- 
mony that made the evidence of the three 
all the stronger. 

Assistant State's Attorney Olson rested 
the case for the State yesterday afternoon 
and announced that he would begin his Glos- 
ing speech this morning.
